SCIENTISTS 
DISCOVER HOW 
MUMIYO IS FORMED 

Soviet scientists continue lo 
explore the properties of mumlyo 
(from Persian "mum" for wax), 
an extremely rare natural bal- 
sam. Recently scientists in 
Kirghizia, a republic In Soviet 
Central Asia, have round out 
how mumlyo is formed. Work ts 
'now uhder way to obtain the 
anbdtance In laboratory condi- 
tions. 

Arter ninny years of research 
It has been established that 
nuimiyo is a powerful blostlmul.- 
ator which intensifies the biolog- 
ical functions of a living organ- 
ism. 

Wo havb come to the con- 
clusion, says Arstmibek' Altymy- 
shev, Corresponding Member of 
the Kirghiz Academy or Scien- 
ces, that mumlyo Is an organic 
matter, a product of Herbivorous 
animals' metabolism. Rarefied 
air, sharp temperature rises and 
falls, Intensive solar radiation 
and low humidity of soil con-

Medical experts have estali- 
lished; ihe Academician added, 
that for treatment of one opeu 
infected . fracture of ’ the . 
femur 7.5 g of . mumlyo are 
needed. This means that a single 
mountain vole can -- produce 
enough mumlyo to cure hund- 
reds of patients. 

• Of course, the scientists said 
In conclusion, our explanation 
of the origins of muralyb Is much 
more prorate than the numerous 
legends that have surrounded 
the Issue up to now. But It Is 
scientifically grounded.

A recent all-Unlon confer- 
ence of experts on 5hakespeare 
In Moscow brought together art 
critics, university lecturers, art- 
istic directors, actors and admir- 
ers of the great writer's works 
from many parts of tha USSR. 
The great English writer Is high- 
ly respected and loved in the 
Soviet Union, probably just as 
In his home country, said Profes- 
sor Alexander Anlksl, a promi- 
nent Soviet literary scholar who 
heads the Shakespeare Commis- 
sion of the USSR Academy of 
Sciences. 

Prof Anlkst is the author of 
several works on Shakespeare 
which are popular the world 
over.

Professor Anlksl said at the con.
